Schrock Stresses 


Importance Of 
Public Schools

Defending the _ present 
educational system, the Rev. 
Perry’ F. Schrock empha- 
sized the importance of 
Public Schools Week in an ad- 
dress before parents of Santa Ana 
last Thursday.

Funds for the project 
will possibly come through a 
small bond issue, partly through 
the WPA, or by direct taxes each 
year. 

First action taken by the board 
after acquisition of the site will 
be a periodic building program in 
which a building a year might be 
constructed as the funds permit- 
ted. 

ONE RESTRICTION 


Neighboring school districts 
would probably favor a new jun- 
ior college in Santa Ana although 
no official correspondence has 
been received regarding the pro- 
posal, Mr. Newcom stated. 


The one restriction to the site 
proposal is that the locations must 
be of 30 acres or more, Secretary 
Newcom said.

@ Dons Hear Own V oices 
Make Recordings 


Utilized by drama, language, 
and music students is the jaysee 
recording machine in Bungalow A. 
Since its purchase last fall, the 
instrument has been employed for 
many purposes. 

One of its chief uses is in the 
recording of the voices of music 
students. At the beginning of the 
semester in voice’ classes, the 
voice of each student is inscribed 
on one side of a record. At the 
end of the course the student’s 
voice is recorded on the reverse 
side of the platter. Between these 
two periods, each voice is analyzed 
from the first recording; faults 
are pointed out to the student by 
Miss Myrtle Martin, music instruc- 
tor. Comparison of the two re- 
cordings at the end of the semes- 
ter show graphically the improve- 
ment of each student while enroll- 
ed in the course. 

Persons not enrolled in junior 
college have recorded their voices 
by means of the instrument. Not 
only is the device used for indi- 
vidual voices but also in analyzing 
the balance of voices in choirs. 
The cost of each regular sized 
record is 40 cents. 

Another purpose of the machine 
is in improving diction in drama 
classes and pronunciation in for- 
eign languages. By means of it 
an act of “Our Town,” recent 
dramatic presentation, was tran- 
scribed over the air from a local 
radio station —J. YAMADA
